"This is for information of Senate Unit under Sec- 
tion 10 of the Punjab University Ad, the 
Chancellor has extended the term of Shri Suraj 
Bhan, M.A. fLondon). as Vice-Chancellor or 
the Punjab University lor a period of 3 years, 
with effect from July 1, 1968, on a monthly 
salary of Rs. 3,000 and rent free accommoda- 
tion or house rent allowance at the rate of 10 
per cent ol his pay in lieu thereof.” 

Prof. Abdul Majid Khan said thut he was echoing the 
leeimgs of all the members in offering a vole of thanks 
to the Chancellor, Shri V. V. Giri, who was a shrewd 
lodge of persons and a leader ol unerring instinct. In 
granting another term to the present Vice-Chancellor, 
.Shri V. V. Giri had done the right thing and lor this 
he wanted to thank the Head of the Union Government 
also, who, though not directly concerned with the gram 
of extension to the Vice-Chancellor, was the greatest 
champion ot secularism in India. Shri Suraj Bhan was 
supremely dedicated to the cause of educalion. Prof. 
Abdul Majid Khan said that Shri Suraj Bhan was no 1 
only an eminent educationist, but also a vory good ad- 
ministrator and had remained free from communal bias 
all his life. In promoting the cause of education through- 
out his career. Shri Suraj Bhan had been playing the 
rolo of a torch-bearer. He had done a lot lor the under- 
privileged people amongst the toachers, whose interest 
had always been very dose to his heart. Prof. Abdul 
Majid Khan further said that he w'as looking forw'ard 
eagerly to the time when Shri Suraj Bhan would be able 
to realise his dreams in the days to come. It will be 
clear from the annual reports of this University that the 
University was expanding at a rapid pace and if a com- 
parison was made with the reports of the predecessor 
Uuiversity at Lahore, a very big difference will be noticed. 
Prof. Abdul Majid Khan, speaking on behalf of the 
members, wished Shri Suraj Bhan a long life of dedica- 
lion, continued health and fitness, so thut he may be able 
to guide the University in the years to follow. 

Dr Shcr Singh Giani stood up and said that all the 
members joined Prof. Abdul Majid Khan in the felicita- 
tions that he had extended to the Vice-Chancellor. 

The entire house endorsed with applause all what 
Prof. Abdul Majid Khan had said in felicitating Shri 
Suraj Bhan. 

I he Vice-Chancellor, replying to the kind sentiments 
expressed by Prof Abdul Majid Khan and the entire 
house, said that he was deeply beholden to the Senate. 
As he remarked three years ago on taking over the office 
of Vice-Chancellor, the Panjab University was not the 
handiwork of any single person and the success of the 
University depended on the jo hit endeuvours of all the 
members of the Senate amongst whom there were 
teachers and distinguished laymen. Speaking of the 
health of the University, the Vice-Chancellor said that 
the various wings had w'orked together in harmony. The 
Panjab University was bom in adversity, bore the impress 
ot adversity, and had benefited from the impetus of 
adversity — to use the expression of Toynbee. It is the 
courage, the fortitude and the wisdom of the Senate 
which carried the University through very difficult times, 
and it w r as a matter of pride that the University had not 
only been set on its feet, but held a place of honour 
amongst the centres of higher education in the country. 
U was his privilege as Vice-Chuncellpr to co-ordinate the 
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work of so many distinguished people connected with 
the University, some of whom he considered abler than 
himself. He was happy that this privilege had been 
extended and he would be able to carry on the work of 
co-ordination amongst the members ol the various Univer- 
sity bodies for another term of three years. As he had 
said at the last meeting of the Syndicate, the set sice of 
the University for him was not only in the nature of 
work, but also in the nature of worship, particularly be- 
cause he was himself an alumnus of this University and 
had derived benefit from it, He owed a great deal to 
the Panjab University for his mental and spiritual make- 
up and said that he would, in his own humble way, try 
to repay this debt to the University. Throughout the 
last term, he had banked on the guidance and support 
of the Senate and he hoped and trusted that he would 
be able to bank on similar co-opcration and support dur- 
ing the next term. He thanked the members once again 
for their kind sentiments.

Vi. Considered minutes of Board of Finance dated 
March 3, 1968, recommending, among other things, bud- 
eet estimates for the year 1968-69, as also recommend,!- 
lions ot the Syndicate thereon contained in paragraph 
12 of its minutes dated Ma'ch IS, 1968. 

1 he Vice-Chancellor, introducing the budget for 1968- 
69, said that he wished to make some observations for 
considcraiion of the Senate, some of which were alreadv 
contained in ihe minutes of the Board of Finance and 
the Syndicate. The members must have already gone 
th’ough those minutes and found that, on the whole 
the budget for the current year had worked satisfactorily! 
While the anginal estimates showed a deficit of aboul 
Rs. 16 lakhs, the actual working had reduced it to nearly 
Rs. 5 lakhs after taking into account the “on account” 
ai ants of Rs. 40 lakhs sanctioned by Government for the 
tear 1967-68. It was possible that the deficit might be 
altogether wiped out by the end of the year. The esti- 
mates for 1968-69 contained a deficit of Rs. 68 lakhs 
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This was so because until the Syndicate meeting was 
held on March 18. 1968, no intimation had been received 
from the Government regarding the grants which the 
Unive sitv was going to receive from them, In March 
1967, the Ministry of Education had intimated to the 
Governments of Panjab, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh 
and Union Territory of Chandigarh, that they should 
proside on pto-ruta basts, in their budgets for 1967-68 
a sum of ks. 40 lakhs on “on aceounL” grants. Subse- 
quently, the Ministry of Education had worked out. 
with the help of the University Grants Commission, the 
quantum of grants to be given bv the States to the Pan- 
jab University. The U.G.C, appointed a sub-committee 
for the purpose and obtained from the Punjab University 
all relevant data. The U.G.C. Committee took a feu 
months on this task and after consideration of the report, 
the Ministiy of Education issued necessary directions to 
the State Governments on Match 22, 1968, intimating 
the amount of giants (Rs. 47 lakhs) that they had sanc- 
tioned and apportioning the share to be paid by each 
Government. It was now for the State Governments to 
make payment of the grants according to the directions 
of the Ministiy of Education. In this matter, the posi- 
tion of the Panjab University was rather queer, Under 
the Punjab Re-organisation Act of 1966, this University 
was attached to the Centre but was not a Central Uni- 
versity. On the other hand, the grants are to be paid 
by the States at the direction of the Central Government. 
The position appeared to be that while the Central Gov- 
ernment looked upon us as a State University, which we 
arc, the States served by us looked upon us as a Centra! 
University, which we arc not. The Central Govern- 
ment had issued directions to the State Governments on 
March 22, 1968, asking them to make payment of main- 
tenance grants to the Punjab University aggregating 
Rs. 44.43 lakhs. In addition, some other grants had also 
been sanctioned by the Central Government for the Even- 
ing colleges and towards revised pay scales of teachers, 
etc. Taking into consideration the grants* sanctioned by 
the Government of India, the deficit estimated for the 
next year would be reduced considerably — about the 
same figure originally estimated for the current year. The 
additional demands received from the departments of the 
University were to the tune of about Rupees one crore 
hut these had to be drastically reduced, in view of the 
financial position of the University. The recommenda- 
tions of the Board of Finance included additional de- 
mands amounting to about Rs. 43 lakhs as against about 
Rs. 40 lakhs for the current year. Explaining the rise 
in expenditure, the Vice-Chancellor said that the Uni- 
versity had laid stress during the last two vears more on 
the welfare of the functionaries of the University than 
on the expansion of various departments and large build- 
ing programmes. During the year 1966-67. these 
measures cost the University about Rs, 8 lakhs. During 
the current year (1967-68) the additional cost on these 
measures was about Rs. 20 lakhs and these included grant 
of dearness allowance at Central Government rates which 
had been sanctioned by the Panjab Government and 
also the Haryana Government, and had been approved 
bv the Government of India. The arrears of the dearness 
allowance at Central Government rates would, however, 
be noid on rcccint of the grants from the Governments. 
Another item which Universal v had approved Tor the 
welfare of the teache s was the revision of nav scales. 
This also meant additional expenditure, though 80 per 
cent of it would be borne bv the Central Government. 
At the Syndicate meeting held on March 18, 1968, the 
recommendations of the Vice-Chancellor bad been ac- 
cepted. in principle that up to one-third of the posts of 
Professors be converted into the selection grade posts in 
the grade Rs. 1600-1800. The University of Delhi had 
aheadv implemented the recommendations of the Kothari 
Education Commission on this point. But before it was 
implemented at the Panjab University, the Syndicate 
wanted to know the exact procedure followed by Delhi 
University and had also desired that the Vice-Chancellor 
should consult the Chairman of the University Qrarjts 


Commission. The honourable members would thus see 
that the next seal's budget w.o largely a welfare budget 
for the benefit of t.he functionaries of the University, 
and did not envisage anv large scale building and expan- 
sion programmes. With these remarks he requested the 
members to consider the proposals of the Board ot 
finance and the Syndicate and discuss such points ,i, 
they desired 

Shu B. 1 Ahuja (Education Sccreiaiv, llaisani 
Government) said that before November, 19o6, i.c., be- 
fore the erstwhile State of Panjab was reorganised, the 
position wai different and so was the constitution of the 
Board of Finance of the University. Until then, the 
State Governments were not required to make any grants 
to the University under anv statutory provision. But 
now, under the Pan jab Reorganisation Act of 1966, the 
States setved by the Unive'sily are required to pay 
grants according to their share determined by the Cent- 
ral Government. He, therefore, felt that the State Gov- 
ernments should he represented on the Board of Finance 
so that they kuew every-thing about the budget of the 
University. Though the State Governments have no 
authority to over-rule the University, they should have 
the right to make appropriate suggestions in regard to 
the budget. Therefore, the constitution of Board of 
Finance should be amended, if necessary, to see that the 
State Governments were able to take part in framin'.’ 
the budget. 

Continuing. Shri B. L. Ahuja said that the Govern- 
ment ot India’s letter containing directions for payment 
ol giants, as stated by the Vice-Chancellor, had not yet 
been received bv the Haryana Government. In regaid 
to the payment of dearness allowance at Central Govern- 
ment rates, Shri Ahuja remarked that the University had 
allowed dearness allowance on the new scales of pay but 
the Haryana Government had asked the Kurukshetra 
University to make payment at Central Government rates 
minus the dearness allowance already merged in the 
previous pay scales. 

The Vice-Chancellor, in reply, said that the Pan jab 
Reorganisation Act, 1966, laid down in precise language 
that the grants would be payable to the University bv 
the Slates at the direction ol the Centre and the grants 
will also be determined by the Centre. This provision 
in the Panjab Reorganisation Act was not sought for by 
the Panjab University but was a decision of Parliament 
in pursuance of that provision. The Punjab University 
is now connected with the Ministry of Education to whom 
all the relevant data was supplied. They considered this 
matter for nearly 6 months and for this purpose obtained 
budgets from us for the last 5 years. The Chief Accounts 
Officer of the ETniversity had to go to Delhi a few times 
for cla'ilving points raised bv the University Grants 
Commission and Ministry of Education. At the last 
meeting of the U.G.C. Committee, the Vice-Chancellor 
was also invited. The University wanted no misundej- 
standings with either the Panjab Government or the 
Haryana Government and had no obiection to the Cent, 
ral Government consulting them. The Government of 
India had taken decision on the basis of the recommen- 
dations made bv the U.G.C. Committee, The procedute 
for dctci minimi the grants of the Paniab University whs 
laid down by the Government of Tndia itself and if the 
Panjab Government or Ihe Harvana Government had 
anv objection to this procedure, thev might take up the 
matter with the Central Government. All that the Pan- 
jah University wanted was the grants payable in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Act 

If this vear’s procedure followed by the Central Gov- 
ernment for determination of grants could be improve I 
unon, the University w'ould he happy. The Vice- 
Chancellor read out relevant extract from the Govern- 
ment of India’s letter dated March 23, 1967, in which 
State Governments had been requested to make appro- 
priate provisions in 1967-68 budget for grants totalling 
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Rs. 40 lakhs "on account'" basis. As refunds the consti- 
tution of the Boa ul ot Finance, it is partial Iv elected In 
the Senate and partullv by die Syndicate. I tie ViCe- 
(. h.meolliu is authoused to nominate one expcit. 'the 
pievious piitclicc was that either the Education Secietaiy 
or the r mance Secretary of the Panjab Government was 
appointed by the Vice-Chancellor. All through the 
Years, one of these officers had been associated with the 
Hoard of Finance. After the re-organisation of the Pan- 
jab State, the Vice-Chancellor nominated the Finance 
Secretary of the Union Territoiy of Chandigarh Adminis- 
tration. The Vice-Chancellor said that he had no objec- 
tion to the suggestion of Shri B. L. Ahuja that repicsen- 
tatives of Punjab, Flaryana, Himachal Pradesh and the 
Union Territory of Chandigarh should be associated with 
the University Board ot Finance. He wanted all of them 
to have a say in the budgets of the Punjab University. If 
necessary, he would move for an amendment of the 
constitution of the Board of Finance so as to have re- 
presentuiives of these States on it. Referring to ihe grant 
of dearness allowance tit Central rales, the Vice-Chancel- 
lor remarked that Haryana Government might have 
thought of a different pattern but ihe Panjab University 
had always been following the Punjab Government in 
such matters. When the Punjab Government had re- 
vised rates of dearness allowance for its employees, the 
University referred this question to the Government ot 
India and after receipt of their approval the University 
employees were given revised rates of dearness allowance 
and it was further decided that arrears shall be paid on 
receipt of grants. 

Shri Chand Ram said that he had nothing to sav about 
what was contained in the budget hut he certainly wanted 
to sav something about the persons running the Univer- 
sity. During his membership of the Senate for the last 
10 years, he had been raising the question on represen- 
tation of Haryana in the University services. As far as 
he remembered, a special Committee was appointed but 
nothing came out of it. Stressing desirability of giving 
due representation to Harvana in various appointments 
made bv the University, Shri Chand Rum said that in 
every Government department a definite number of 
posts was reserved for Harijans. As Minister in the Pun- 
jab Government, ho hud drawn attention of the Univer- 
sity to this deficiency also. It was said that qualified 
persons were not available either amongst Harijans or 
amongst Haryanavis. Tf highly qualified people were not 
available amongst Harijans and Hawanavis for t cachin' 1 
posts, additional or at least due representation should 
be given to them in the appointment of clerks and class 
IV employees. Slid Chand Ram further said that if the 
recommendations of the Shah Commission had been ac- 
cepted, tile Punjab University, us a whole, would have 
i’ me to Haryana but Harvana had not even 10 per cent 
shale in tunning the adminis'artion of the University. 
There was not even a single member from Harvana on 
the Syndicate. On the Senate also there were very few 
members Something could be done in this tegard h- 
the Chancellor through nomination of more nienffiprn 
front Harvana. The Government of India was thinking 
of giving larger representation to Haiyantt on the new 
Senate, But as far as set vices were concerned, the 
mntte r resled with the Vice Chancellor and Syndicate. 
Shri Chand Ram annealed to ihe Vice-Chancellor, who 
had been hnnoilv given anoihct term, to remove the si.uk 
iniustice to Haitians and Haiyunavis. He did not sug- 
gest that teaclicis and othet emuhnees v ho were in ser- 
vice should he icoluved bin lie did want to empbasbe 
that in the new aonoiiiuueit's to lill vacancies, atrniipe- 
ments sho")d he m-ide fit rive additional ciuou to Hari- 
ri ns and Harvannvis. Shri Chand Ram drew attention 
to another point, i.c., permission to Schedule Castes ' 
Tribes to imnear in the University examinations uri- 
"etebr. a proposal for which had heen made be Shri Bhan 
Singh Blaura The level of discussion of this proposal 
indicated how the minds of even educated persons work- 
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ed towauls this section of the society which had been 
suppressed for centuries. The Constitution of India 
enjoined on ihe States that the weaker section of the 
community, puriicul. u ly Schedule Castes Tribes, should 
be given concessions. He appealed to the Senate to sec 
that something is done to uplift the Schedule Castes/ 
Tribes, so that thev can do better in their social life. 

Prof. Abdul Majid Khan wanted to 1 know if other Uni- 
versities in India had made separate reservations for 
Harijans, particulailv in Southern India where the prob- 
lem was more acute. But the question of reservation in 
the services was different. Here the anomaly of Gov- 
ernment departments did not apply. 

Dr, Sher Singh Giani, referring to Shri Bhan Singh 
Bhaura’s proposal for allowing Schedule Castes Tribes 
to appear in the University examinations as private candi- 
dates, said that even before he had pointed out that the 
suggestion should apply to all those who were economi- 
cally backward. Theie were other persons also in the 
villages who were poorer than even Harijans. 

The Vice-Chancellor inlormed the House that the 
Senate had appointed a Committee which was already 
going into the matter. The Committee was collecting 
some information and their report would be placed be- 
fore the House in due course. 

Continuing, Dr. Sher Singh Giani said that conditions 
for colleges in the rural areas should not be the same as 
for colleges in the urban ateas because it was easier for 
the latter to collect the required funds. He felt that 
the University should encourage colleges in the rural 
areas by giving some sort of subsidies. Moreover, the 
standards and norms for such colleges should also be 
diffcient. In addition, the University should give 
scholarships to persons studying in the rural colleges. 

Ptincipal O. P. Dogra made some suggestions about 
the budget. He felt that the expenditure ol the Univer- 
sity could be reduced. The supplementary examinations 
should now finish in two days. By doing so, consider- 
able expenditure on conduct of examination would be 
reduced and then the- autumn recess could be cut down. 
Another suggestion he made was that the higher posts 
in the Construction Office should be reduced, now that 
most of the University works were complete, Another 
point on which he wanted to make a suggestion was the 
question of having separate centres for brilliant students 
competing lor Scholarships. This sLep would avoid use 
of unfair means by candidates, Principal O. P. Dogra 
thought that the Department of Youth Welfare should be 
expanded. This Department should be headed by a Pro- 
fessor or a Reader. In his opinion, the youth welfare 
activities at the University Campus needed to Ik; cnlaig- 
ed. Principal O. P. Dogra also suggested that the Uni- 
vet shy Professors should pay visits to the affiliated col- 
leges and stay there for about a week. Such visits should 
include not only inspection of the colleges, but also 
delivering lectures to the college students. This, he said, 
would be verv beneficial to ihe students. Another sug- 
eestion, he made, was that like Principals’ Conference, 
there should also be a teachers’ conference everv year. 
The University budget should provide some money for 
this also. The University Health Centre shuuld ptovkle 
lot Avuivedic treatment also. Principal Dogra hoped 
that his suggestions would receive due consideration. 

Principal G urban Singh Shorgill said that as a member 
of the Seufilc as also the Board of Finance for some 
time, he had noticed lhat there was h good deal oi over- 
enthusiasm for expansion of the Panjab University. 
Thee was nothing wrong with it, but it should be com- 
mensurate with other things and general economic condi- 
tions in the country. His feeling was that enthusiasm in 
expanding academic departments and giving belter scales 
to the staff was understandable, but he was not in favour 
of expanding the subsidiary departments. FI net dating 
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his remarks, Principal Shergill said that certain depart- 
ments had been opened which did not contribute to mass 
education. rultural activities and drama were verv 
desirable m a University, but they required money and 
the University should have resoutces for it. He thought 
that no eflorts had been made to economise on expendi- 
ture. The additional demands for 1967-68 amounted to 
Rs. 47 lakhs and for the next year they amounted to 
Rs. 40 lalhs. For the next year the budget showed ;t 
deficit of Rs. 67 lakhs. The Haiyana Education Secre- 
tary had pointed out that the grants of Rs. 44 lakhs ex- 
pected by the Vice-Chancellor may be difficult to ob- 
tain. The financial position of (he University would be 
lurlhcr affected when the Boards of Secondary' Education 
are set up by the States setved by the University. If tbe 
Matriculation and Higher Secondary examinations are 
taken away during the next year, the deficit would be 
Rs. 107 lakhs. Principal Shergill remarked that the 
authorities had been building up the University at the 
cost of schools, though with a good intention. Some of 
the additional demands indicated earnestness towards 
efficiency and welfare of the University' staff. He thought 
that things like Public Relations Department and provi- 
sion of loud spcakeis, etc. etc. should be avoided as they 
were a sort of wastage of money. Stressing that (here 
was need for economy. Principal Shergill suggested that 
the construction staff could now he reduced as soon ns 
the campus was complete. 

Prot. Teja Singh said that the next year's budget 
showed a deficit of Rs, 67 lakhs, which he felt, might 
increase further. He was happy that the prestige of the 
Panjab University amongst other Universities in the 
country was very' high, but he yvished that steps should 
he taken to effect economy in expenditure and reduce the 
deficit. Referring to the additional staff being provided 
for the Vice-Chancellor’s office, Prof Teja Singh said 
that such superfluous posts should be avoided. Referring 
to the expenditure on conduct of examinations, be said 
that he was ushamed when he saw students appearing in 
the examinations taking pride in carrying into the exami- 
nation halls books and other notes. Recently, he had 
inspected an examination centre where he found a lot of 
ohjectionable material which the candidates had carried 
into the examination ball. He had even brought all that 
material to show it to the members. Congratulating the 
Registrar and the Assistant Registrar (Conduct) who 
promptly reached centres from where thev had received 
distress calls, Prof. Teja Sinah suggested that every effort 
should be made to improve the conduct of examinations. 
Appropriate enquiries should be made about the students 
coming from rural areas. Persons of high calibre should 
be appointed Superintendents. Drawing attention to the 
expenditure on conduct of examinations. Prof. Tela 
Singh said that onlv 50 per cent of the Income on exami- 
nation fees was spent on remuneration of examiners. 
Superintendents, etc. He suggested that the rate of re 
numeration lor the supervisory staff should be suitably 
raised, so as to have persons of proper status and calibre. 
He also suggested that the present ratio of 1 : 40 bet- 
ween supervisors and candidates should be improved. The 
Univctsitv could also mould public opinion bv arrangin'’ 
Seminars through public men in various towns. Prof. 
Teia Sinah drew attention to the resolution passed at the 
last Senate meeting in regard to raising the rate of re- 
muneration of examiners, when the Vice-Chancellor had 
said that the University could not approve any increase 
in the examiner's remuneration because a good deal of 
its income shall be taken away bv setting up Secondarv 
Education Boards in the States served bv the Panjah 
University. He did mot think that the Departments of 
You'h Welfare and General Education were doing anv 
useful work and if these Departments were abolished, 
the University could save Rs. 76,000 and Rs. 45.000 
respectively. His feeling was ihat General Education 
had not been able to have its impact on the colleges. In 
view of the increase in the postal rates and other costs. 


the Contingent allowance of a sub-examiner which was at 
present only Rs. 8 should be raised to Rs, 20 or at least 
Rs. 15. Another suggestion Prof. Teja Singh made was 
that as Haryana was going to make substantial contribu- 
tion towards the finances of the University, they should 
get due representation on the various bodies of the Uni- 
versity. 

Prot. D. C. Sharing, congratulating the Vice-Chancel- 
lor on the extension of his term, which he richly deserv- 
ed, said that the Panlab University was very unique in 
many ways and, therefore, its character must be main- 
tained at all costs. He had visited many Universities 
in India and even in other parts of the world and so he 
could say with pride that the prestige of the Panjah 
Unhcrsity was very high. He felt that the budget of the 
Panjah University was a forward-looking budget and he 
wanted every University to have such a budget. Other 
members who hegan their speeches by suggesting econo- 
mics ended by suggesting extra expenditure on certain 
items. He agreed that the Panjah, Haryana, Himachal 
Pradesh and the Union Territory of Chandigarh should 
have due representation on the various University 
bodies. The Vice-Chancellor had been trying to do the 
needful in that direction, but ho pointed out that the 
person next to the Vice-Chancellor in the Panjab Uni- 
versity, namely the Dean of University Instruction, was 
from Haryana. The Panjab University, Prof. Sharma 
said, was proceeding along right lines, but ho wanted it 
to he like Oxford, Cambridge, London and other Univer- 
sities in the West where thev spend a good deal of money 
on scholarships and where 80 per cent of the students 
were given scholarships. Pi of. Sharma was of the opinion 
that students with merit, who could not pursue their 
studies on account of poverty, should be encouraged bv 
grant of scholarships. He also suggested that every town 
with a college should have a Community Centre, which 
should bring the University in touch with the people and 
where members of the University Senate. Syndicate and 
Professors, etc., should go and contact the people. Prof. 
Sharma wanted that the committee appointed to consider 
Shri Bhan Bhaura’s resolution should submit its renort 
as soon as possible. In conclusion, he congratulated the 
Vice-Chancellor and other administrative staff who kept 
the University in good shape. He particularly congratu- 
lated the Chief Accounts Officer, who was responsible 
for keeping the University finances in good health. 

Principal lagjit Singh referred to the remarks regard- 
ing conduct of examinations and said that while he agreed 
that there was much to be desired for improving this 
wine of the University, there was also the need that the 
members should keep in mind that the Senate was the 
supreme authority of the University and, therefore, res- 
ponsibility for cvervthine rested with it. The use of un- 
fair means at examinations reflected the general character 
of the community at large, particularly the politicians, 
who at the present time dominated the country. Some- 
thing, he said, should be done to improve the conduct 
of examinations bv enlarging personality patterns. While 
pay-scales had been revised, ihe personality patterns had 
not. He was aware that quite a number of persons 
moved around the examination centres in order to help 
the candidates. One fof the needs was a larcc number 
of good people to work as Superintendents. He suggest- 
ed that everv Inspector of examination centre should he 
allowed three inspection dates instead of two as at pre- 
sent, and on two of these he should visit on the tl<des 
of both papers in either English or Mathematics He 
made this suggestion, as he fell that if an Inspector visit- 
ed a centre on the date of examination in one uaper in 
these comnulsorv subjects, the candidates we r e tempted 
to employ unfair means in the other paper thus honiiw 
to score Pass marks. If necessary the rate of allowance 
for an Inspector could be reduced. 

Principal S, D. Vaffilst was haonv that the Vice- 
Chancellor had presented a very good budget. He com- 
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plemcnted ihe Chief Accounts Officer and hoped that the 
Senate would have no objection to approve it. Rear- 
ing to the remarks of certain members regarding use of 
uni air means at examinations, Principal Vashist said that 
it was not due to any faulty arrangements of the Uni- 
\ersity, but it was a question of character of students 
and teachers. As an Inspector of University Examina- 
tion Centres, ho could say with authority that the Uni- 
vcisity took all precautions. His feeling was that the 
Heads of institutions and other people in the town were 
responsible for allowing the candidates to employ unfair 
means. Other States also suffered from the same disease, 
perhaps in a larger measure. 

Ch. Surai Mai said that the people of Haryana wished 
to see the Panjab University grow and develop. He 
wanted to make it like the Oxford and Cambridge Uni- 
versities. He, however, was pained to see during the 
last three or four years that greatest interest was taken 
only in elections to the various University bodies and 
little attention was paid to other important matters. He 
suggested that the members should not attach much im- 
portance to elections. He agreed with the Education 
Secretary of Haryana that the Government of Haryana, 
Which was expected to contribute to the University 
funds, should have a right to take part in the framing of 
the budget. Although the areas served by the Panjab 
University were known as Panjab, Haryana, Himachal 
Pradesh and the Union Territory of Chandigarh, all 
the people living in these areas should be considered as 
belonging to one place. He thought that only interested 
persons had divided the erstwhile Panjab State for their 
own purposes. Now w’hen these States had to contribute 
to the University funds, they should also be given repre- 
sentation on the University bodies in the same propor- 
tion. 

Shri Gurdial Singh Dhillon, referring to the remarks 
of certain members relating to use of unfair means at 
the University examinations, said that it was a matter 
ot serious concern and urgency. He suggested that a 
committee be appointed to go into the details to avoid 
any damage being done to the reputation of the Univer- 
sity. He further said that the question of giviDg sepa- 
rate representation to the different States on the various 
University bodies was linked with the future of the Uni- 
vcisitv. He did not know how long the present position 
in regard to Chandigarh would continue. Therefore, 
the matter should be left to the higher authorities. He 
mentioned that some people had started raising questions 
in the Parliament and he was sure that some people from 
the University were at the back of it. This, he said, 
was very bad. Referring to one such question regarding 
conferment of an Honorary Degree on the Education 
Secretary, Shri Gurdial Singh Dhillon remarked that his 
was done not by the Vice-Chancellor alone but by a 
unanimous decision of all members of the Syndicate. He 
was pained ut such questions being asked in the Parlia- 
ment. Such irresponsible questions even found a place 
in the press. He was strongly of the opinion that ail 
matters relating to the University should be kept within 
the four walls of this house. All the members of the 
Senate had every respect for the Vice-Chancellor and his 
integrity. 

The Vice-Chancellor, replying to the important points 
raised by the members in the general discussion of the 
budget, observed as follows : 

Tn regard to the question of separate representation to 
Harvana on the University bodies raised by Shri Chand 
Ram, the Vice-Chancellor said that the Syndicate had al- 
ready taken a decision. The Syndicate asked the Vice- 
Chancellor to seek the concurrence of the Chancellor 
that since Haryana was a separate State and would have 
to pay grants to the Panjab University like the Paujab 
State, under the Reorganisation Act, some seats should 
lie reserved and separate representation should be given 
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to Panjab, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh and the Union 
Territory of Chandigarh in accordance with the existing 
strength of each Siate on the different electoral colleges, 
and after the Chancellor had given his concurrence the 
views ol the University should be communicated to the 
Central Government. This was done some time ago. 
The Vice-Chancellor said that the supreme authority of 
the University vested in the Senate and if all the States 
are properly represented on this body, it was bound to be 
reflected on other bodies also. No communication had, 
however, been received from the Central Government, 
indicating whether they would take steps to amend the 
Panjab University Act or issue appropriate directions. 
The committee which originally considered this question 
had adequate representatives from the Haryana State. 
When directions are received from the Central Govern- 
ment, they would be implemented. 

In regard to the setting up of Secondary Education 
Boards, the Vice-Chancellor said that it was decided at a 
meeting convened by the Home Ministry that such 
Boards be set up in all the States at the same time. This 
meeting was attended by representatives from all the 
States including Haryana. As soon as tbc legislatures of 
these States decided to set lip these Boards, the Panjab 
University would be relieved of this appendage. This 
matter was, however, linked with the economy of the 
University which has been savings some money from the 
fees of the Matriculation and Higher Secondary examina- 
tions. The Vice-Chancellor said that previously the Pan- 
jab Government gave a very paltry grant of Rs. 4 lakhs 
to the Panjab University. This amount was very meagre 
for a big University like outs. Tho Panjab State Gov- 
ernment, however, did not increase its grant because they 
knew that the Panjab University was saving some money 
from the Matriculation and Higher Secondary examina- 
tions. The meeting convened by the Home Ministry 
which was attended by representatives from the diffe- 
rent States decided that the loss which the University 
would suffer on account of the taking away of the Matri- 
culation and Higher Secondary examinations would be 
made up pro-rata by the Panjab, Haryana, Himachal 
l’radesh and the Union Territory of Chandigarh. Though 
some of the States wanted to set up Boards so as to con- 
duct examinations from 1969, the Vice-Chancellor 
thought that very likely the Boards may start function- 
ing from the examinations to be held in 1970. The 
Boaids, when set up, will also absorb the surplus staff 
of the University. Another decision taken at the meet- 
ing convened by the Home Ministry was that all the 
States shall set up the Boards at the same time, as it 
would not be possible for tbc University to give up this 
responsibility piecemeal. The Vice-Chancellor assured 
the Senate that if the Panjab University suffered any 
loss on account of the setting up of Secondary Educa- 
tion Bourds, higher grunts would be given by the govern- 
ments to compensate the University. 

The Vice-Chancellor then referred to the remarks of a 
certain member regarding the additional staff for the 
Vice-Chancellor’s office and also the Public Relations 
Department, He said that even much smaller institu- 
tions bad a public relations office. This duty, he said, 
was given last year to tbc Editor of the University News, 
but it was felt that it was too much for one person. The 
University received a large number of visitors not only 
from India, but also from abroad. So far, different 
Officers, sometimes the Executive Engineer, sometimes 
the .Senior Architect and even others, were deputed to 
attend to them, but this position could not continue any 
longw. In the interest of higher efficiency, therefore, 
it had been recommended that the Vice-Chancellor’s 
office should have a receptionist, so that all persons com- 
ing to sec the Vice-Chancellor could be properly attend- 
ed to and screened. The load of work with the Vice- 
Chancellor was very heavy and to cope with all that be 
needed adequate staff. A small University like Delhi 
had a Pro-Vice-Chancellor and the supporting staff. At 
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present, the Vice-Chancellor A Personal Assistants attend- 
ed to all the visitors, bul t his kept him from the normal 
work. The number of visitors was growing and the num- 
ber of students and the colleges affiliuted to the Punjab 
University hud increased considerably. Only the mini- 
mum stall' had been asked for. The Vice-Chancellor 
assured Shri Chand Ram and Ch. Suraj Mai that he 
would look up previous decisions in regard to the sug- 
gestion lor adequate quota to Hurij.ms and Haryanavis 
in the matter ot employment, in order to see it some- 
thing more can be done. After this, the Vice-Chancellor 
requested the house to take up consideration of the 
budget page hy pave 

Prof. K. R. Sethi suggested lluiL some provision should 
be made in the budget for the quincentenary celebrations 
of Guru Nanak Dev and Centenary celebrations of 
Mahatma Gandhi. 

The Vice-Chancellor said that the Syndicate had al- 
ready decided in principle to set up a Guru Nanak 
Chair and the Punjab Government had been approuched 
tor necessary funds in order to create an endowment to 
run the Chair. The Panjab Government had already 
approved the proposal, but had asked the Univeisity to 
obtain help from the University Grants Commission 
also. Likewise programmes for Gandhi Centenary Cele- 
brations were being framed. As soon as these matters 
are finalised and programmes have been drawn up, he 
would ask for a supplementary grant required for the 
purpose. 

The Vice-Chancellor said that originally a sum ol 
Rs. 37 lakhs was provided for conduct of examinations, 
but due to increase in the number of candidates, the 
examination centres and the supervisory staff as also 
use in the cost ol' postul rates and other charges, the 
cxpeudituio under this item had considerably increased. 
The provision, therefore, was raised to Rs, 43 lakhs, but 
this, too, was proving insufficient, A further sum of Rs, 2 
lakhs was required for payment of the pending bills. 
This was approved. 

Prof. M. L. All anil proposed that the latcs ot remune- 
ration for supervisory staff should be suitably increased 
and the budgetary provision therefor should be apprp- 
priatcly raised. 

Principal O. P, Mohan remarked that, as far as he 
could remember, a committee was appointed to go into 
the question of raising the remuneration of supervisory 
staff, but he did not know what came out of it. 

The Vice-Chancellor stated that the suggestion for 
raising the remuneration of supervisory staff would be 
taken up when a clearer picture of the finances of the 
University emerged. The quantum of grauts to be 
given to the Panjab University by the different States had 
been, recently determined by the Central Government 
and actual payment was sfill awaited. The Senate had 
already accepted his suggestion that the question of in- 
crease in the examiners’ remuneration as also of the 
supervisory staff would be taken up when the financial 
picture ot the University became clearer,

Shri Bhan Singh Bhaura, pointing out that this case 
was also from the Sanskrit Department, asked whether 
any enquiry had been held before and whether Shri 
Shashi Dhar Sharma had been consulted about the ap- 
pointment of S. B. Narinder Singh as the enquiry officer. 
He asked this because another Pandit in the Sanskiit 
Department against whom an enquiry was held, viz., Shi i 
M, M. Sharma, had objected to the membership of the 
enquiry committee originally appointed for his case. 

The Vice-Chancellor replied that Shri M. M. Sharma 
had objected to the original enquiry committee on the 
ground that one of the members of the committee was 
an officer who was a party, i.e., whom he had been 
alleged to have abused. It was for this reason that an- 
other enquiry commission was appointed in the case ot 
Shri M. M. Sharma. 

Shri G. E. Chopra pointed out that S. B. Narinder 
Singh was not being appointed to enquire into the general 
conduct of Shri Shashi Dhar Sharma, From the minutes 
of the Syndicate and the appendix attached thereto he 
had come to know that ihc conduct of Shri Shashi Dhar 
Sharma which had to be enquired into was in respect of 
a letter written by him. Fie wanted to know whether 
he had understood the nature of the enquiry correctly, 
and if so, the fact should he recorded in the Senate 
minutes. 

The Vice-Chancellor replied that what Shri G. I,. 
Chopra had understood was quite correct, 

The Senate noted that tile enquiry against Shri Shashi 
Dhar Sharma related to the specific Case as reported in 
Appendix XXIX of Svndicatc minutes dated 28-10-1967 
(Para 81). 

Shri G. L. Chopra further said that in the office note 
attached as an appendix to the Syndicate minutes dated 
28-10-1967 it had been stated that Shri Shashi Dhar 
Sharma had written a letter to Shri Shunkaracharya Ji 
requesting him to sign the draft letter prepared by him, 
which contained malicious, ill-founded and wild charges 
against the Vice-Chancellor of the University, the Direc- 
tor of the V.I.S, & I.S., Hoshiarpur, and members of 
Syndicate and Senate. In the draft letter, deliberate 
attempt had been made to scandalise the University and 
to defame the authorities of the University and his imme- 
diate officer, i.e., the Director, V.I.S. & I.S., Hoshiafptir. 
He fully agreed with the observations contained in the 
office note, On being asked, Shri Shashi Dhar Sharmtt 
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took a long time to give his explanation, hut at last ad- 
mitted that the letter in question was in his own hand- 
writing and had been written by him, though, he claimed, 
that therei •was nothing objectionable in it. This, Shri 
Chopra sti id, was still worse. He, therefore, suggested 
that, as in the case of Shri M. M Sharma, Shri Shashi 
Dhar Sharma be suspended until the proposed enquiry 
had been completed and decision on that taken by the 
Senate. 

Prof. M, L. Anand asked whether Shri Shashi Dhar 
Sharma had been charge-sheeted. 

The Registrar replied that the charge-sheet would be 
given to Shri Shashi Dhar Sharma after the Senate had 
approved the recommendation of the Syndicate. 

Die Vice-Chancellor stated -that the Syndicate was 
satisfied that there was a prima facie case against Shri 
Shashi Dhar Sharma. In the interest of proper enquiry, 
therefore, Shri Shashi Dhar Sharma be suspended as sug- 
gested by Shri O. L. Chopra. 

RESOLVED ; (i) That, as recommended by the Syndi- 
cate, S. B. Narinder Singh be appointed to enquire into 
the conduct of Shri Sashi Dhar Snarmn, as stated in the 
office note appended to the Syndicate minutes dated 
28-10-1967.

(il) That, in future, the University should prescribe 
books for languages and for other subjects only the syl- 
labi be laid down and no books be recommended, and 
it should be left to the choice of the teacher to have such 
books as they considered suitable^ for the syllabus laid 
down by the University. 

Note -The Senate on 10-12-1967 referred back earlier 
recommendations on the above subject. The 
Syndicate after reconsideration has recommend- 
ed as above.” 

(Para 3, 18-3-1968) 

Principal Bishan Singh pointed out that the Syndicate 
had decided that clause (a) should apply to books up to 
first degree level. 

The Vice-Chancellor replied that what Principal Bishan 
Singh had pointed out was implied in clause (a) from 
which the recommended books had been excluded. He 
said that, beyond the first degree level, books were not 
prescribed, 


Dr. B, R. Chauhan made the following suggestions : — 

(i) That the first sentence should read “A person 
shall not be eligible to seek election or be nomi- 
nated to the Senate ” 

(.ii) That clause (a) should read “If lie is shown as 
author, or collaborator of a book, prescribed 
up to first degree level of the Panjab Univeisity, 
whether or not he has in fact contributed Lo 
the writing of the book”. 

The Vice-Chancellor felt that the recommendation of 
the Syndicate in (ii) should be routed through the Aca- 
demic Council. 

Shri Ram Chandra said that the words “or recommend- 
ed” should be added in clause (a) of (i) after the word 
“prescribed”. His reason for this was that (i) shall 
become a regulation and it was possible that the decision 
in (ii) might be changed at a later stage and the Univer- 
sity might again start recommending hooks. 

Sonic members felt that as far as nomination of the 
Fellows by the Chancellor was concerned, it would not 
be desirable to lay down any restriction, but the sug- 
gestion made by a member in this regard he brought to 
the notice of the Chancellor. 

The Vice-Chancellor said that there was a good deal 
of discussion at the Syndicate meeting in regard to the 
recommended books. The resolution before the Senate 
was the consensus which the .Syndicate was able to reach. 
His feeling was that if the words ‘‘or recommended" 
are added as suggested by Shri Rum Chandra, fresh dis- 
cussion was likely to ensue. 

Principal O. P. Mohan was of the opinion that Shri 
Ram Chandra had made a concrete suggestion, which 
should be accepted. 

Dr, Sansar Chandra felt that the wording of the re- 
solution was defective. About 30 members were nomi- 
nated by the Chancellor and about 12 were cx-ofjicio 
members. He thought that with the approval of the 
proposal made by the Syndicate some complications arc 
bound to arise in regard to nominated and ex-officio 
members. 

Dr. G. L. Bakhshi was of the opinion that the propo- 
sals made by the Syndicate were quite unnecessary. He 
did not see why a need for this measure had arisen, 

RESOLVED : That the recommendations of the Syndi- 
cate be referred back to it for reconsideration in the light 
of the new points raised at the Senate meeting.

1, Amendment regarding superannuated Lecturers m 
Colleges. 

Now that some amendments in college service 
rules are under consideration, 1 suggest that re- 
tirement age in Non-Government colleges be 
raised to 62 lor all teachers. The policy of pick 
and ahoose should be discarded. And if a Lee- 
furer is engaged after attaining the age of 62, he 
should be re-appointed and not extended as is done 
now. 

It is painful to say that in some colleges superannuated 
persons have been given the senior grades and have thus 
usurped the legitimate rights of the youngsters. It has 
caused deep heart-burning and is thus detrimental to the 
smooth functioning of the colleges. 

2. Amendment regarding condoning oi shortage of 
Lectures in Colleges. 

At present the rules allow the Principal of a college 
to condone the shortage of 15 lectures to a student in 
each subject. The position is anamalous in the sense 
that in subjects like History, Economics, Politics and 
oihers onlv 6 lectures per vveek are delivered to a student, 
while in English 8 lectures a week sue delivered. In Pre- 
Engineering Classes, 10 lectures per week in Mathematics 
are delivered, 'Therefore, it is suggested that to meet the 
ends of justice the lectures be condoned proportionately, 
te. 15 for 6 periods u week and 25 for 1(1 periods a week 
and 20 for 8 periods a week and so on. 

k Amendment regarding compulsory N.C.C. Train- 
ing m Colleges. 

In view of the fact that Emergency has been lifted 
m the country, it is suggested that compulsory N.C.C. 
Ti dining in colleges he abolished from July. 1968. How- 
e er only selective N.C.C Training be re-introduced 

4. Award of grace marks for M.A, (Improvement 
r ’I class). 

It is suggested that Rule No. 6(c) at page 142. ot 
Punjab University Calendar. Volume III, 1966, be so 
amended that candidates, who try to improve their M.A. 
Result under this Regulation, be entitled to 4 Grace- 
Marks to meet the ends of justice and equity. Tins 
amendment will eliminate hardships to students getting 
196 to 399 marks, thus enable them to get a second class 
in their final degree, i.e. M.A. 

It is requested that this amendment if carried be en- 
turoed with retrospective effect, i.c. 1965.” 

The Registrar stated that the Syndicate considered the 
above proposals on 18-3-1968 (Para 22) and decided to 
forward them to the Senate with the following remarks : — 

(i) Amendment regarding superannuated lecturers 
in colleges. 

It be referred to the committee already ap- 
pointed to consider amendments proposed in 
Prof. M. L. Anand and Prof, Teja Singh.

In view ot the fact that the proposal is al- 
ready under consideration of the Government, 
no action appears to be necessary. 

( iv) Award ot grace marks for M.A. (Improvement 
of class) 

This be reterrid to the Academic Council 
but there is no question of grace marks being 
given with retrospective effect. 

RESOLVED : That the recommendations of the Syndi- 
cate be approved.

Senate would be affected. 
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Principal O. P. Mohan, supporting the proposal ot 
Shri Tel: Chjnd Sharma, said that la addition to 'be 
reason given by Shri Tele Chand Sharma, there tv a-, al o 
another reason, i.e., certain important amendments m re- 
gard to giving separate representation to the Pari h 
Haryana, Himachal Pradesh and Union Territory i t 
Chandigarh, on the Senate of the Pan jab University wen 
under way. li elections are held before these amend- 
ments ar e made, the effect will he ter a period ot loot 
years. It was, therefore, necessary that the electin', 
should he postponed so that a final decision in regal 1 
to separate representation ol these Sides is taken and t ; 
possible to he implemented before the elections are held. 

Prof. M. L. Anand said that it was undignified on ’dis- 
part of the members of the Sen.de to ask for cxtetisi m 
of their own term. 

Prof, 0. C. Sharma said that it a as neither piopet 
nor academic nor cons-titution.il for the Senate itself t-> 
suggest that its life should he extended. He also said 
that it would not he possible to amend the Act bcfoit 
the term of Ihe present Senate ended. The proposal 
could only go through if an Ot dimmer was issued. He 
was opposed to any hopes being raised in the minds 1 
the people, which, according to him. were not going o’ 
be fulfilled. 

Shri Cm bal Singh D'vF t. the ight that a number ol 
problems were at p ! event 'ncing the University, such as 
uncertainty ot the future of the University, separate 
representation of Haryana and other States on the Senate, 
etc. He was of the opinion that for these reasons the 
life of the present .Senate should he extended. 

Shri G. L. Chopia said that it will not be possible to 
get the Panjab University Act amended in time. He 
thought that the possibility of an Oulinancc was also \erv 
remote. In his opinion, a suggestion like this which wa l 
impracticable should not bo made. He agreed with Prof. 
M. L. Anand that it was not for the Senate itself to ad. 
for extension. 

Principal B, L. Kapur said that there was no brum 
In asking for extension, because membership of the Senate 
was not an olfice of profit and the members took part m 
the Univeisitv work in a spirit of service to the cause ot 
education. 

Majority of the members were in favour of the pro- 
posal of Shri Tck Chand Sharma. but they were opposed 
to the suspension of the process of elections being held 
as at present scheduled. 

The Vice-Chancellor was requested to bring to the 
notice of the Central Government and the Chancellor 
the views of the members of the Senate as also the opinion 
of majority of Fellows who were in Javour of the life of 
t be .Senate being extended bv at least one year.
